that. It knocked it out. ...we had a hold up there and had the
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Deputy Sheriff shoot one of the fellows and kill them and wounded
the other one just recently. Ilow, what...what your bill started
out had good intentions. 2nd what it is now, it's a nothing

bill, Senator, and I'm sorry to have to say to rise to this, but
it amazes me how you accepted the pressure of the special interest

groups to amend your bill into a nothing bill. Read the bill, vote

No.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

Thank you, Mr. President. Senator Mitchler covered some of the
same ground, but I'm just curious, Senator Davidson. Is there
an establishment in this State that just sells gasoline and liguor?
PRESIDENT:

Senator Davidson.

SENATOR DAVIDSON:

Yes, there is. Right out on South 6th Street in Springfield,

Illinois.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

Well, I share some of Senator Mitchler's feelings that this
ought to be more broadly applicable. That, in other words, if you
are going to sell milk and bread, then you will be able to sell
liquor as well. But, if you can point out at least one establishment
that will come under the purview of this bill, why then I will
support yoﬁ. But I; too, regret that it has been diluted to the
extent it has been by the amendment.

PRESIDENT:
Further discussion? Senator Vadalabene.
SENATOR VADALABENE:
Yes, just briefly, Senator Davidson. Senator Wooten alluded

to also what I was going to say. A1l I guy has to do now is get, you
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know, a dozen boxes of crackers and he's selling crackers and booze.
You know, now he's in the grocery store business. I really think
the guy on South 6th Street, if there's someway that the
county board member or somebody here in Springfield can rap
his knuckles, maybe that ought to be the way to do it, but I don't
think this type of legislation will hold up in court and I don't
think you can enforce it because he can come in there any day
withi:a handful of groceries and then he would be legitimate.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Coffey.
SENATOR COFFEY:

Question of the sponsor.
PRESIDENT:

Indicates he will yield. Senator Coffey.
SENATOR COFFEY:

Did I understand you correctly to say this did not
...home rule amendments was not in this bill now? The home rule...
PRESIDENT:

Senator Davidson.
SENATOR DAVIDSON:

That's correct.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Coffey.
SENATOR COFFEY:

What was your reason for eliminating them, don't they have the
same problem that the other communities have?
PRESIDENT: .

Senator Davidson.
SENATOR DAVIDSON:

Well, I put the bill in in request from the Sangamon County
Board which was ordered by the court to issue three liquor licenses
so you people who are listening and is complaining about a nothing

bill, please listen. If you would have been in committee,
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I wouldn't have had to accept these amendments and we would have

passed it out where it would have prohibited it. But the

biggest part was this...the court infringed on the power of the

county board who had rejected these licenses, the fact they didn't

have an ordinance saying they should reject them, the court

then ordered them. They did...able to cut it down to three because

they quickly passed an ordinance that limited it to three.

Home rule units were not included, because the greatest home

rule unit in the State of Illinois already has an ordinance.

The City of Chicago prohibits alcoholic beverages

for sale in gas stations anywhere. And if any of you want

to give me enough votes and...frankly didn't have the votes to get

it out of committee unless we accepted these changes, so

if you guys really want to make it a tough bill, talk to the members

of the committee and we'll be glad to amend the bill in the House.

PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Buzbee.

SENATOR BUZBEE:

I...I thought I was going to get my question answered with

the last question from Senator Coffey, but I'm more confused than

ever now. Do we, in fact, put...have the home rule amendment on

which says that...okay. So, it will take an extraordinary

majority then because we are preempting home rule authority,

is that correct?
PRESIDENT:
Senator Davidson.

SENATOR DAVIDSON:

No, this does not apply to the home rule units, so it only

takes a simply majority.

PRESIDENT:

Senator Buzbee.

SENATOR BUZBEE:

Well, if it does not apply, then is not Springfield a home rule
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unit?
PRESIDENT:

Senator Davidson.
SENATOR DAVIDSON:

The City of Springfield is but Sangamon County is not.

And the gas station I refer to is in the unincorporated area.
PRESIDENT:
Further discussion? Senator Philip.
SENATOR PHILIP:
Will the sponsor yield for a gquestion?
PRESIDENT:
Indicates he will yield. Senator Philip.
SENATOR PHILIP:

Yes. Senator Davidson, am I to believe that if, under your
bill in the present form, that if you operated a gas station and
are selling liquor now, that after this bill passed, you also
have to sell some kind of a fobd commodity, bread, milk, ice
cream, snacks, et cetera, and ,then you could continue to sell
liguor énd beex?

PRESIDENT:

Senator Davidson.
SENATOR DAVIDSON:

That's correct.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Philip.
SENATOR PHILIP:

Senator Davidéon, I want to be for you and want to vote for your
bill, but I would suggest this to you that within one or two days
that person who is selling liquor could call up the Hostess Cake man
or a local dairy and have cake or dairy goods in his gas station
within...within two days. And consequently, you're not going to
accomplish what you're trving to do. Now, what I would humbly suggest
fof you to do, take this thing back to 2ad reading and take off

those amendments and I think you could pass that bill very honestly.
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PRESIDENT:

Is there any further discussion? Senator Davidson may close
the debate.
SENATOR DAVIDSON:

Mr. President, with all this information being given to me
and the fact that I made the commitment to the committee that the
amendment went on, if you want to resolve at that, under the
circumstances of all the information given to me, please
take it out of the record.

PRESIDENT:

Take it out of the record. Senate Bill 88, Senator Knuppel.
98, Senator Sangmeister. On the Order of Senate Bills, 3rd reading,
Senate Bill 98. Read the bill, Mr. Secretary.

SECRETARY:
Senate Bill 98.
(Secretary reads title of bill)
3rd reading of the bill.
PRESIDENT:
Senator Sangmeister.
SENATOR SANGMEISTER:

Thank you, Mr. President and members of the Senate. If you
recall a couple of weeks ago, we passed out of here a bill
at the Secretary of State's request concerning falsification of
driver's licenses. This is in some respects, a companion bill
as far as the identification card is concerned. If you recall in
1975, we authorized the Secretary of State to issue an identification
card, specificallyithose people who don't drive, and there's also
been from the Secretary's Office informs me, has been some attempt
to duplicate and issue a similar card and this bill dges three
things. Number one, it transfers the funds from...received from the
issuance of this card, from the General Revenue Fund to the Road
Fund. That's one thing it does. Second, it allows handicapped persons
to receive this kind of a card without any fee and the third thing

it does is it makes a Class B misdemeanor for any person to duplicate,
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manufacture or sell any identification card which purports to the
official identification card issued under this Act by the
Secretary of State. It's not all that difficult. I think it's
good law. I would appreciate a favorable roll.
PRESIDENT:

Any discussion? Senator Rhoads.
SENATOR RHOADS:

Question of the sponsor.
PRESIDENT:

Sponsor indicates he will yield. Senator Rhoads.
SENATOR RHOADS:

Senator Sangmeister, was this the bill that was amended
yesterday and I spoke to you about?
PRESIDENT:

Senator...

SENATOR SANGMEISTER:

I don't recall when it was amended. There was a committee
amendment that was adopted. I don't remember what it...
PRESIDENT:

Senator Rhoads.

SENATOR SANGMEISTER:
I'm sorry.
PRESIDENT:

Senator, let's...one at a time. Senator Rhoads.
SENATOR RHOADS:

Was the committee amendment put on yesterday by you?
PRESIDENT: .

Senator Sangmeister. .

SENATOR SANGMEISTER:

‘ It could very well, but I'm sorry. Time escapes me in this
process énd it...but there was only one committee amendment and that
was the one that was put on, vyes.

PRESIDENT:

Any further discussion? If not, the question is shall Senate Bill
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98 pass. Those in favor will vote Aye. Those opposed will vote
Nay. The voting is open. Have all voted who wish? Have all
voted who wish? Take the record. On that question the Ayes

are 54, the Nays are none, none Voting Present.

Senate Bill 98 having received a constitutional majority is
declared passed. Senator Demuzio, for what purpose do you arise?
SENATOR DEMUZIO:

Yes, I'd like the record to reflect that had I been on the Floor
I would have voted in the...in the positive on Senate Bill 98.
PRESIDENT:

The Journal will so reflect. 99, Senator Schaffer.
On the Order of Senate Bills, 3rd reading, Senate Bill 99. Read the
bill, Mr. Secretary.
SECRETARY:

Senate Bill 99.

(Secretary reads title of bill)

3rd reading of the bill.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Mr. President, this bill simply provides that after the
primary election and the convention that elects the downstate
Republican and Democratic County Chairmen, that they have the
prerogative to appoint someone from without the precinct to fill a
vacancy. I have here the lists of party committeemen in downstate
Illinois of both parties and it's a sad fact that both parties
have a huge numbervof vacancies in the precinct committeemen's
positions. This bill simply would allow both parties
to £ill those vacancies after the primary with someone who did not
reside in the precinct. It would also mean that if anyone in that
precinct wanted to be a committeemen, all they needed was one
write in vote in their respective Democratic or Republican primary.

This bill has cleared this Body once before, thanks in part to your
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help, Mr. President and cleared the Senate Elections Committee
without a dissenting vote. Appreciate a favorable roll call.
I'd be happy to answer any questions.
PRESIDENT:
Is there any discussion? Senator Kenneth Hall.
SENATOR HALL:
Will the sponsor yield to a question?
PRESIDENT:
Indicates he will yield. Senator Hall.
SENATOR EALL:

I want to follow you very closely. Does this...this just
applies to downstate? Well, why is it just downstate?
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.

SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Because in Cook County they have a différent system and they
elect a ward and township committeemen who appoint the individual
precinct captains. 1It's a whole different system in the;e.
PRESIDENT: .

Senator Hall.

SENATOR HALL:

Well, Senator, I think this is a bad practice. It's...to take
someone who does not live in an area and place them in this position,
certainly that...I was a committeeman for almost thirty years and
there was never any problem of finding ahyone to fill the committee.
I think that anyone who would really want to could find someone to

serve that. If it's bad for...for our...if it's not good

for the rest of the State, I don't see why it should be for downstate.

I'm opposed to this.

PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Rhoads.

SENAFOR RHOADS:

Thank you, Mr. President. I rise in support of the bill. In

answer to Senator Hall, Senator, I have a district which includes
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parts of both Cook and DuPage County, the two different systems
that Senator Schaffer alluded to and the alternative to this bill
is having a vacancy and having that vacancy continuing. Yes, you

can appoint somebody but that individual cannot have full

participation, voting participation and so forth. It's good legislation

and it's passed the Senate before and we ought to pass it again.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

I just want to ask the sponsor a question. You said this
passed last time. Did it not, in fact, fail?
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.

SENATOR SCHAFFERT

It...it did, in fact, fail on one occasion, on another
occasion it has passed. I think the reasons did not necessarily
involve the merits of the particular proposal. There were other
implications and eventually, the leadership on your side of the
aisle saw the merits of the bill and were very supportive for which
I have been very grateful.

PRESIDENT:

Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

I don't remember the deal. What is involved here, gquite
frankly, is the power to register voters. I put through the
legislation that enabled precinct committeemen to register
voters. That is a very important consideration. And I...I'm not
sure that I, at this stage, will endorse this position. I
believe I opposed it last time and it...I would rather keep
the party under the obligation of trying to raise the precinct
committeemen in their own area. You have, I will admit,
made the appointive power after the election of the chairmen

which is a grucial point. But the thing that concerns me is
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once things are in place, they tend to go on and on and on.
And that person from...not in that precinct could very easily
just stay there and be voting the next time around. The
concept bothers me, Senator.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Joyce.
SENATOR JEROME JOYCE:

Yes, thank you, Mr. President. Question of the sponsor.
PRESIDENT:

He indicates he will yield. Senator Joyce.

SENATOR JEROME JOYCE:

Yes, Senator Schaffer, what is fhe...the cutoff date that
the county chairmen may appoint this person so that he may or may
not vote in the convention?

PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Senator Joyce, it's very simple. The county chairmen can
appoint these people to fill éhe position after he is elected
at the convention. They serve until the next primary. If no one
runs in the precinct, then the precinct is empty till the
county convention then the county chairmen, maybe the same
gentlemen, someone else, is elected and then that person
has a right. This would not empower that committman
to participate in the selection of county chairmen. We worded that
because, frankly, we...what I am trying to do is strengthen the
two party system in this State by allowing more people
to participate within the structure of the two party
system. And not to allow a county chairman promote his less
commendable, if you will, to pack a central committee. This would
not, in any way, help anybody get elected county chairman.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Joyce.
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SENATOR JOYCE:

After the primary, then, is when he can appoint the...
PRESIDENT:

Senator Joyce.

SENATOR JOYCE:

Question of the sponsor. After the primary, is that when
he appoints?
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

No, you have the primary and then by law, two weeks later,
the central committee meets and elects a county chairman. After
that convention the newly elected county_chairman would have
this appointment power. And that would also mean after no one
has had enough interest in that precinct to go out
and vote in the primary and cast one write in vote. That's the
only time this would apply.
%RESIDENT:

Senator Joyce.
SENATOR JOYCE:

Yeah, but that‘é...that's fine, but how...can he still appoint
one now? And when...today he could still appoint one and that person
could vote in the next...they would have to be reelected?

PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

If they live in the precinct and if they sought re-
election.

PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Mitchler.
SENATOR MITCHLER:

Mr. President and members of the Senate. The system that
we now have is a system whereby we elect the precinct committeemen

or committeewomen. If in a precinct, no one files or no one is
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elected by virtue of a write in vote, that precinct has a
vacancy on that county central committee, whether it be
Republican or Democrat in that precinct. The chairman of the
central committee has the authority to appoint someone from that
precinct to fill the vacancy. It's usually done with the approval
of the central committee in their regular meeting. Now, I think
that system is satisfactory and protects any skullduggery

or what you may call it, on the part of a county chairman or a
central committee from going into precincts and having appointed
someone to be tle precinct committeeman or committeewoman

from a precinct that does not reside in that precinct.

That doesn't mean that the person that's appointed under this
Act, if it was passed, would work the precinct at election time.
It would mean that when you have a State convention, that county
chairman could troop down to the convention with all of these
appointees and have full voting power of those precinct committeemen
in convention. Now, this is the way I interpret this. And I
think that our system is good and if a precinct doesn't want to
elect. a precinct committeeman or committeewoman to represent
them, that's their prerogative. If a county chairman and the
county central committee doesn’'t want to f£ill that vacancy,
that's their prerogative. You don't have to baby and pussyfy

all of these people into getting them out to vote. If they don't
want to vote, they don't have to vote. The City of Aurora up there
in the primary eléction this year had 5.87 percent of the registered
voters turn out to vote. To me, it's a disgrace, but if that's
the way the people in the City of Aurora want to do it,

that's up to them. That's their privilege to vote or not to vote.
And I don't think that we ought to have precinct committeemen
mandated by appointment outside of the precinct in which they
serve. They should know their neighbors and they should

work their precinct and if a committeeman...organization can't do

that and get people elected, they shouldn't be by appointment.
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PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Philip.
SENATOR PHILIP:

Thank you, Mr. Speaker. I guess I'm confused at this point,
Senator Schaffer and...and maybe you can...can clear my mind.
Under your bill, if you would appoint somebody who lives outside
of the precinct, could that precinct committeeman then, vote
at a county convention to elect the county chairman?
well, that's what I thought. Okay.

PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.

SENATOR SCHAFFER:
No.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Philip.
SENATOR PHILIP:

Well, I would just suggest this. As you know, I am a
county chairman. We have five hundred and forty precincts.
We normally end up with maybe eight or ten vacancies before
the primary or November election and I have on my own authority,
appointed people, temporarily, to work those precincts and gave
them the so called credentials. I don't see anything wrong with
it. My Democrat counterpart, very honestly, has about two hundred
vacancies and he does it all the time and if we could let them
appoint them from Missouri and he couldn't £ill up all his
precincts.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Grotberg.
SENATOR GROTBERG:

Question of the sponsor.
PRESIDENT:

Indicates he will yield. Senator Grotberg.

SENATOR GROTBERG:

On that same vein, Senator Schaffer, is there anything in this
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bill because I can't...I don't have the Digest, can we continue
if wé appoint someone within the precinct, he can vote at the
county convention?
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Well, it goes without saying that if no one runs and
no one writes themselves in, I...if most county chairman would
first try and talk somebody within the precinct to run. I think

Senator Philip has hit the nail on the head. It just so happens

in each county for each party,
there is just nobody there who
that will 1ift a hand and then

the vacancy. Obviously, if you

there are a few precincts where
cares one way or the other
need this type of a tool to fill

can find somebody who lives in the

precinct, that's your first choice.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Grotberg.
SENATOR GROTBERG:

But you're not preemptiné appointees from voting at the
convention, except if they don't live in the precinct.
Thank you.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Geo-Karis.
SENATOR GEQ-KARIS:

" Wonder if...would you consider an amendment to your bill

where you would select someone from an adjoining precinct?
There's four sides.to a precinct, because the way your bill reads now,
someone from another district can be appointed, for example,
to be a precinct committeeman or committeewoman in...in my
district, for example. I think it's a little broad, Senator Schaffer.
Im Qondering if you would consider an amendment like that. .
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
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SENATOR SCHAFFER:

It's limited to within the county, obviously.
You know, I think that probably in most cases, there...each
precinct is surrounded by three or four other ones. I would
not have any real problems with that type of an amendment.
If that would, you know, make this bill more attractive to
more people, I'd be happy to do it. All I'm really trying to do
is, you know, let some of the people that don't happen to live
in a precinct that want to be interested, and we can't find
someone...do some work. I don't know if there's...if that
...1f that type of an amendment makes the bill more attractive to more

people, would certainly consider it in the House.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Bowers. Any further discussion?
If not, Senator Schaffer may close the debate.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Well, I think the bill has been complicated in the debate.
It's basically a very simple thing that a certain number of
precincts, probably a very sm;ll number of precincts in each
area, there is, in fact, no one willing to serve as either
Democrat or Republican committeemen. This billlwould broaden
the power of the county chaifman after the convention, where...so
no games can be played, to...to make the two party system more
viable, to allow more people to participate in it. It is supported
by both the Deﬁocratic and Republican County Chairmen's
Associations. I think it's a good bill and it would be a step
in the right direction. I would appreciate a favorable roll call.
PRESIDENT:

The question is shall Senate Bill 99 pass. Those in favor will
vote Aye. Those opposed will vote Nay. The voting is open.
Have all voted who wish? Have all voted who wish? Take the
record. On that question the Ayes are 38, the Nays are 9, 1

Voting Present. Senate Bill 99 having received a constitutional
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majority is declared passed. 104, Senator Philip. 108, Senator
Schaffer. On the Order of Senate Bills, 3rd reading, Senate
Bill 108. Read the bill, Mr. Secretary.
SECRETARY:

Senate Bill 108.

(Secretary reads title of bill)

3rd reading of the bill.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Mr. President, this is, I think, a much less controversial
bill and I...simply put, it would allow on an optional basis
a municipality to enter into an agreement with a parking...
shopping center or apartment complex or other
governmental unit to...to put some teeth in the handicap
parking law and provide'a five dollar fine. As amended in the
Senate Transportation Committee, it now includes Senator Sangmeister's
Senate Bill 75 which would provide a decal or window device
for those handicapped people Qho perhaps do own own a car, but
use somecne else's care in transportation. 1It's, I think, a good
bill. 1It's an optional bill. It doesn't force anybody to do anything.
I believe it has the support of the Secretary of State's oOffice,
the Department of Transportation and I think it's...it merits
your support.
PRESIDENT:

Is there any discussion? Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

Just briefly in support of the bill. I would like to be added
as a cosponsor, Senator.
PRESIDENT:

Heard the request. Is leave granted? So ordered. Any further
discussion? Senator Savickas.
SENATOR SAVICKAS:

Yes, if I remember correctly, there was a question on the permit
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that this is a transferable permit to put in any car, that it means
that if your aunt is handicapped and disabled, she has this permit
and you can put it in your car or somecne else's car and wouldn't
even know if she is with you using this permit.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

The...the Act, as amended, requires that the handicapped
person be transported in the car to be ablé to use the handicapped
parking area. If you have any further questions, I'd be happy
to defer to Senator Sangmeister. .

PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Savickas.
SENATOR SAVICKAS:

Yes, there are a couple of further guestions. One, how do
we know 1f the handicapped person is in the car and what is the
penalty fof abuse of this privilege?
PRESIDENT:

Senator...Senator Schaffér.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Senator Sangmeister, please.
PRESIDENT:

Senator Schaffer yields to Senator Sangmeister.
SENATOR SANGMEISTER:

Yes, Mr. President and members. Obviously, everytime we
attempt to do something there's always a chance, Senator Savickas,
that there's going to be...somebody is going to abuse the privilege.
The problem that we have now is the only way that you can use
those spaces is you have Eo own the car, then of course, you can
get plates because you own it, okay. Or if a member of your family
owns the car. Now, there are a number of handicapped people who
do not own a car and do not have anybody in their family that
owns a car, but would‘like to have the next door neighbor

take them to the grocery store and ocbviously would like to make use
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of that handicapped space because they are a handicapped person.
I'll grant you, whatever this decal or window visor or

whatever it may be, will be transferable and can be

abused. There's just no question about that. Hopefully, on behalf
of the handicapped people that if.:..if you are handicapped and
got one of those devices, you're not going to abuse it because if
it is, it's going to be taken away from you eventually.

So, you know, to answer your guestion, it is subject to

an abuse. We hope that the handicapped people will realize

that and not let it be abused against them.

PRESIDENT: .

Any further discussion? Senator Schaffer may close the debate.
SENATOR SCHAFFER:

Roll call.

PRESIDENT:

The question is shall Senate Bill 108 pass. Those in favor
will vote Aye. Those opposed will vote Nay. The voting is open.
Have all voted who wish? Have all voted who wish? Take the record.
On that question the Ayes are 54, the Nays are none, none
Voting Present. Senate Bill 108 having received a constitutional
majority is declared passed. 114, Senator Knuppel. The hour of
1:45 has arrived. I know we're all anxious to get to the 2:00
o'clock committees. We will, with leave of the Body,.stop at this
point and pick it up at Senate Bill 115rand proceed forward.
Senator Vadalabene, for what purpose do you arise?

SENATOR VADALABENE:

Yes, do you want to go to Executive?

PRESIDENT:
v I think we could probably...
SENATOR VADALABENE:

It will only take me a couple of minutes.

PRESIDENT:
Sure. Senator Shapiro, is that...leave granted to go to the
Order of...resolve ourselves into Executive Committee for the purpose
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of confirming some gubernatorial appointments?
Committee Reports.
SECRETARY =

Senator Vadalabene, Chairman of the Committee on Executive
Appointments and Administration to which were referred
the Governor's Message to the Senate of April the 18th, 1979,
reported the same back with the recommendation that the Senate
advise and consent to the following appointments.

PRESIDENT:

Senator Vadalabene.
SENATOR VADALABENE:

Yes, Mr. President and members of the Senate. I would move that
the Senate resolve itself into Executive Session for the purpose
of acting on the Governor's appointments set forth in the
Governor's Message of February 6th and April 18th, 1979.
PRESIDENT:

You've heard the motion. All those in favor signify
by saying Aye. All opposed. The Ayes have it. The Senate is now
in Executive Session. Senator Vadalabene.

SENATOR VADALABENE:

Yes, thank you, Mr. President. With respect to the Governor's
Messages of February 6th and aApril 18, 1979, I will read the names
of the salaried appointments that the Committee on Executive
Appointments and Administration recommends that the Senate advise
and consent to and after reading the names, I intend to ask leave
to consider all of the salaried appointments on one roll call
unless any Senator has objections to any particuiar name.

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Mr. President.
PRESIDENT:

Question is does the Senate advise and consent to the
nominations just made. Those in favor will vote Aye. Those
opposed will vote Nay. The voting is open. Have all voted who wish?
Have all voted who wish? Take the record. On that question the
Ayes are 55, the Nays are none, none Voting Present. A majority
of the Senators elected concurring by record vote, the Senate
does advise and consent to the nominations just made.

Senator Vadalabene.
SENATOR VADALABENE:

Mr. President and members of the Senate. With respect to the
Governor's Messages of February 6th and aApril 18, 1979, I will
read the names of the unsalaried appointments to that...that the
Committee on Executive Appointments and Administration recommends
that the Senate ddvise and consent to. And after reading the
names, I intend to ask leave to consider all of the unsalaried
appointménts on one roll call unless any Senator has objection to
any particular name. To be me&bers of the Health Facilities
Planning Board for terms indicated, John M. Stagl of
Glenview, term expires June 30th, 1980, Pam R. Taylor
of Danville, term expires June 30th, 1981, John F. Wayiland
of LaSalle, term expires June 30th, 1981, Donovan F. Gardner
of Pontiac, term expires June 30th, 1980, C. Jonathan Shattuck
of Wilmette, term expires June 20th, 1979, Marjorie E.

Nancy B. Jefferson‘of Chicago, term expires June 30th, 1981,
and Philip R. Lescohier of Clarendon Hills, term

expiring June 30th, 1979, James E. Mann of Chicago, term
expiring June 30th, 1981, Harry S. Kurshenbaum of Chicago,
term expires June 30th, 1979, and Joseph C. Mudd of Peoria
term expires June 30th, 1979.

PRESIDENT:

Yes, Senator Bruce. ‘
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SENATOR BRUCE:

At the appropriate time, Mr. Chairman, or Mr. President, I
would like to have the name of Mr. James E. Mann separated
from that list, whatever...whenever time that motion is
appropriate.

PRESIDENT:

I think that motion is now appropriate. You've heard the
motion. All those in favor signify by saying Aye. All opposed.
The Ayes have it. Mr. Mann's name will be on a subsequent
roll call. Question is does the Senate advise and consent to the
nominations just made. Those in favor will vote Aye. Those
opposed will vote Nay. The voting is open. Have all
voted who wish? Have all voted who wish? Take the record. On
that question the Ayes are 56, the Nays are none, none Voting
Present. A majority of the Senators elected concurring by
record vote, the Senate does advise and consent to the nominations
just made. Senator Vadalabene.

SENATOR VADALABENE:

Yes, now we come to the qguestion to be a member of the
Health Facilities Planning Beard, a request of a separate roll call
for Mr. James E. Mann of Chicago, his term expires June 30th,
1981. Will you put the question before the Senate, Mr. President.
PRESIDENT:

The question is does the Senate alvise and consent to the
nomination just made. Is there any discussion? Senator Buzbee.
SENATOR BUZBEE:

Yes, thank yoh, Mr. President. Mr. President, I am
told that this gentleman is listed by the Governor's Office as
an Independent, yet he holds the office of National Chairman
of tﬁe Republican caucus. Now, I've got nothing against
Republicans. Some of my best friends are Republicans.

But I like for them to...I won't go on with the other last line of

. that, but I would like for them to call themselves Republicans
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and we call ourselves Democrats and as I recall in the previous
administration, the other side of the aisle took great exception
to several appointments of the previous Governor because of
-..he called the people Independents when, in fact,
they thought that they were Democrats. Now, this Gentlemen, if he
wants to be appointed as a Republican, I have no problem with that,
I'1l vote for him. But I'm going to vote No when we try to call
him an Independent and put him on...put him on an appointment like
this..
PRESIDENT:

Any further discussion? Senator Bruce.
SENATOR BRUCE:

I...I think the...the problem, Mr. President, presents
itself to me and others here is the Statute requires that this
board be split between the two parties. And as I understand
Mr. Mann's testimony before the Senate Executive Appointments
Committee yesterday, was that he had been actively involved
in United States Senator Percy's campaign some four to six
years ago and in his most recent campaign was...was involved as...
well, I...someone else who was on the committee, let me just tell
you what I understand it to be, that was very actively involved in
Senator Percy's campaign for reelection to the United States
Senate and for sometime, he testified he had held a post of
Executive Director for the National Congressional Caucus.
Republican Caucus. Now, I'm willing to stretch a point with
anyone and a lot of points are stretched here. But, I don't
think that we can classify under the Statute, this Gentleman
to be an Independent. Now, I've made the record that this
Gentlerman, I think, in my own estimation, cannot be considered
an Independent and I would warn the Body that the Health
Facilities Planning Board is a very important statutory body
who is going to be seeking approval of...of bonded money

and, approval of construction of facilities throughout the State

of Illinois and I think it's a little silly of the Governor and others
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to say that they can stack a board with Republicans and then
tell this Senate we're not going to take any action and just go
right along with it. If the guy worked for the National
Republican Congressional Caucus, I'm proud of that. I applaud him.
But I don't think he ought to be appointed as an Independent
or as a Democrat to thié board and I will oppose his nomination.
PRESIDENT:
Further discussion? Senator Shapiro.
SENATOR SHAPIRO:
Mr. President and Ladies and Gentlemen of the Senate.
Rising in defense of the individual whose name is before us,
I might state that the status of Independent is his own description.
He has never voted in any primary according to the information he
gave to the committee and I believe we have used that particular
criterianin establishing whether a person was partisan or an
independent when it came to selecting membership for the State
Board of Education as to what their primary voting record was.
The man clearly qualifies és an Independent under those rules
and I would suggest that we ouéht to confirm him and get the show on
the road.
PRESIDENT:
Further discussion? Senator Regner.
SENATOR REGNER:
Mr. President, I have a question of Senator Bruce.
PRESIDENT:
Senator Bruce indicates he will yield.
SENATOR REGNER:
Senator, did you say that this Gentleman worked for Senator
Percy and therefore, he was a Republican?
PRESIDENT:
Senator Bruce.

SENATOR BRUCE:

.

. Well, although I...we...we applaud Senator Percy's effort

in support of the President and in the last Americans for Democratic
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Action, I think he polled higher in support of the President than
did United States Senator Stevenson. I still think that he
receives most of his support from the Republican Party, at least
as relates to finances, Senator.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

I would simply like to point out that according to Senator
Shapiro's standard, we should probably reconsider the naming of
Mr. Lescohier who admitted to the committee that he voted in
Republican primaries but in general elections, he tended to vote
Democratic. The fact is that obviously, we are winking at the
requirements, but Mr. Mann is egregiously active in Republican
politics, Senator Percy's campaign director two campaigns
ago, a volunteer this last time and if you want to wink at all
these things in all cases, fine, but I recall that we took a very
rigorous attitude in the last administration and perhaps, we've
let Mr. Lescohier go by, who votes in Republican primaries and
calls himself an Independent.( But really, we ought to make some
-..some stand & some point and I believe Mr. Mann ought not to be
advised and consented to.

PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Newhouse.
SENATOR NEWHOUSE:

Thank...thank you, Mr. President. Mr. Mann happens to be
from my district and Ididn't realize there was a difficulty, but
I must rise in his.defense. The question was whether or not
Mr. Mann was on my campaign committee. Not the last time, Senator.
May I have some order, please, Mr. President.

PRESIDENT:

Yes; indeed.

SENATOR NEWHOUSE:

+ I do believe, Mr. President, in the past we have considered
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a primary voting record as a standard by which we judge these
people. I would also suggest that...that it's been...that one
of the contentions made previously was that we did pass other
people out on this same roll call whose credentials might‘have
...might not have been able to withstand very, very close
scrutiny. While I would agree with my colleagues that we
ought to have rigid standards, I would suggest that
we ought to grandfather this on in and start with the rigid
standards next time around so it will apply to everyone. So, I
would ask...I would ask that we advise and consent to this
nomination.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Rhoads.
SENATOR RHOADS:

Thank you, Mr. President and members of the Senate.
I happen to know the individual under discussion, knew him in
Washington when he was ought there. I think it ought to be clear
and the record ought to be clear that this individual is an
extremely talented, capable, bright person who would be
an asset to State Government. However, if the criterian
is as to whether or not he is an Independent or a Republican
he is a Republican.
PRESIDENT:

Any further discussion? Senator Bruce.
SENATOR BRUCE:

Well, the problem now is that we've already put Mr.
Lescohier, I understand, on the board and under one test
as put forth by Senator Shapiro and Senator Newhouse, he is, in
fact, a Republican. Maybe you can wink at this particular
appointment, Mr. Mann, but you're still going to have an illegally
constituted board under that test. You're either going to have
to have the test that he did or did not vote in the Republican

primary or he testifies that he works on behalf of a Republican
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candidates. Now, one of those two guys is Republican and the problem
is once you put them all on, it's not legally constituted.
And they're going to have bond issues, and they're going to sign
off on projects and some taxpayer in the State of Illinoié is going
to make an allegation that it's not legally constituted
and we're all going to be sitting around here wondering what to do.
Senator Netsch had a bill some years ago when we got into this
to define what we meant as an Independent and what we meant as
a partisan Democrat and a partisan Republican. We decided that time
for political reasons, that we weren't going to adopt the definition
and that's why we're here today, trying to adopt a definition,
two of which have been put forth. I don't know which one we ought
to adopt, but we ought to get about the business of deciding what
an Independent is and all these boards are going to be appointed
by the Governor.
PRESIDENT:

Any further discussion? Senator Netsch.
SENATOR NETSCH:

It seems to me we really'do have a very serious problem on
our hands. It shouldn't be because we ought to, in many cases,
eliminate the partisan requirements on boards that do not have
enormous political import and with all due respect I think this
one really does not. The second thing is we really ought to decide
what we mean by satisfying a...a party obligation when there is that
written into the Statute.. But in the meantime, it seems to me
we've got to do scomething to resolve this and i would sort of
throw out a suggestion that I think as Senator Bruce indicated,
it really is not fair to decide to invoke a test which
has not consistently been invoked in the past with respect
to this Gentleman, whom I do not know, and let it go by the board with
respect to the earlier Gentleman, whom I do not know either.
Why don't we ask if we could not reconsider the...that first
nomination, hold this one, send it all back to the Governor and let

him decide which is a Republican and which is not and see if we
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can't resolve it that way.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Nimrod.
SENATOR NIMROD:

Mr. President and Ladies and Gentlemen of the Senate. It
seems to me that the question before us is whether or not
we advise and consent. I think for us to try to sit here to
define what an Independent is, what a Republican or Democrat is,
I think inr.the past we've taken the word of the individuals
and we have made those appointments in good faith and I do not
believe that we are wrong in going ahead since the individual
said he is Independent unless there is proof brought to us otherwise

than that. I don't think that others should be able to speak for

them or otherwise and I think the point is that we know that when we were

appointing the State Board, we fzund that...we agreed that there was
no such position such as an independent. And I think the position
here it says other seven...no more than seven ?f one party.
And 'it's been clearly defined here that we're not doing anything
to...in conflict with that paéticular provision and I think that
we are not appointing more than seven of one party and I would
say that we ought to continue with this appointment.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Walsh.
SENATOR WALSH:

Mr. President and members.of the committee. This man classifies
himself as an Independent and has never voted in a Republican
primary though he is thirty-six years of age. He, personally,
does not fit my bill as the kind of a person you would like to have
appointed to government service. I'd rather that he had voted.once
in a Republican primary and once in a Democrat primary.
However, it seems to me that he does fit the...fit the bill insofar
as that there will be no more than...than seven of any one party
on this board. He...he has not identified himself as a Regpublican

by selecting a Republican ballot in a Republican primary. He
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classifies himself as an Independent and the fact that he has
participated in general election campaigns for one party or another,
I don't think would classify him as a member of that party.
And I might also point out to...to the membership that we have
in the past accepted these...these statements by candidates.
The Chairman of the Commerce Commission was classified as an
Independent notwithstariding the fact that he voted in the Democrat
primary in 1976. So, I would urge that we advise and consent
and as the President said it was 1:45 when we got on this
...this matter. It is now past two. I urge an affirmative vote.
PRESIDENT:

Is’ there further discussion? Senator Philip.
SENATCR PHILIP:

Thank you, Mr. President. I am a member of the Executive
Appointments Committee for the last two terms and I think we have
kind of an unwritten rule in regards to Republicans, Democrats
and Independents. And I think in the past we have judged
them by that rule. If you don't vote in the primary, any primary
or you vote Democrat and Republican both in the primary, we have
considered you an Independent. If you have voted in the primary
Republican, of course, you are considered a Republican. This man,
whether you like it or not, does meet those requirements.
Now, if those requirements are wrong, let's change the requirements,
but he has never voted in the primary and as far as I'm concerned,
he's not my kind of Republican, but he does hit the qualifications
-as an Independent.
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator Hall. Senator Wooten.
SENATOR WOOTEN:

Just to clarify a statement made by Senators Nimrod and Walsh.
We have never accepted on its face a statement from someone
that he's an Independent. That has always been subjected to some

kind of test. And if Senator Philip feels as strongly about that...

I have sat
here for a period of four years and had people...saw people
who appeared before the Executivé Appointments Committee who
say that they were Independent, Republican, Democrat amd the
committee chose not to believe them. It refused to believe them.
So, we have been very inconsistent. If, indeed, the...the statement
of the individual before the committee is to be the final test,
fine. That doesn't bother me a bit. But the point is that
we have been absolutely inconsisten; about what test we have
applied and we are talking about some very serious matters.
Either we ought to take all of these silly partisan requirements out
of the boards of this kind or we ought to decide, what, in fact,
we are going to accept as a test of Republican, Democratic,
Socialist, Worker, Independent or whatever. But we have not been
consistent. A
PRESIDENT: -

Senator Nimrod.

SENATOR NIMROD:

Yes, thank you, Mr. President. Just one point I would like to
clarify. We are operating presently in this State that an
individual may walk in on election day, and this, of course, is
going to come up in one of our bills later on primaries, you may

walk in on election day and declare your party. We take the word
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of an individual and allow them to change their party at éﬁytimer
they please. I don't think this Senate or this-Body .or ihé'né
Legislature or anyone else has the right to tell én.individﬁal
who has the right to walk in on:election day to changg.and"
declare 'his party that we can tell him ahead of tihé wh;t ﬁig
party is if he says otherwise. I think our présent lawfﬁé
very..very factual. It...come by court order. We no 1dnger.havé<
a twenty-three month. provision and you may walk in on election
day and change your party. I think if the law statés théf, :
if that is a practice in this State, then certainly we éhould
accept the word of the individual who is -doing-it until we pass
a different law. . .
PRESIDENT:

Senator Shapiro.
SENATOR SHAPIRO:

Well, Mr. President and Ladies and Gentlemen éf the Senate.
I think we ought to get back to the basic Eonsiderﬁéion:heré.
The law concerning the appointménts.of thgviﬁdividﬁa}s”
of this particular board states that no.moré_than-éeven shall be
from one political party. -I think the Governor has
fulfilled that particular obligation,; whereas in céntFaét to those
members who we -appoint to the State Bbard'of FEducation:it specifies
that, to the best of my knowledge, thatvpolitica;'gffiliations shall
be construed as to which primary that particul;r_n;minee voted in
at the last preceeding election prior to appointment.
I think it's very clear that the man should be favorably considered
at this time. .
PRESIDENT:

Further discussion? Senator. Newhouse.
SENATOR NEWHOUSE:

Mr. President, I'd like to make a parliamentary ingquiry...
